Fine Progress on 

Playground Plan 

FOUNDERS » MEETING TO BE HELD 
NEXT TUESDAY EVENING. 

AMOUNT NEARLY SUBSCRIBED. 

Interest in the Playground Project 
grows apace ami it is confidently ex- 
pected tliiit the full amount required 
will be secured before tlio Jirst invest- 
ors' meeting next Tuesday evening, No- 
vember :*0, 1!»20. at Kim I lull, when the 
By-Laws Committee will report and t ho 
Association formed in permanent fash- 
ion. A generous mortgage can, ol 
course, be had on the property, but tlio 
Borough residents are not likely to allow 
this rather undesirable feature to oc- 
cur, as it is pointed out that such an 
arrangement would not pay particular 
tribute to Xarberth 's civic pride or ca- 
pacity, and it would deprive the enter- 
prise* of that highly concerted aspect 
which is warranted by the fine improve- 
ment contemplated. ' If this phase of 
the matter has escaped the attention 
of any of our citizens, it is suggested 
that they apply their sense of the fit- 
ness of tilings 'to all the circumstances, 
and they will soon decide that the co- 
operation essential is in direct ratio to 
the benefits to be bestowed, and once 
that fact is clearly and fairly estab- 
lished, good American men, always 
scornful of being helped where they 
can help themselves, will forthwith 
scamper in with their investments, in 
$100 multiples, with a $1,000 maximum. 

Only a few more thousand dollars 
need "to be secured to make the full 
amount required, to enable the ground 
to be taken over for spot cash, in which 
event the best low-down price will nat- 
urally be secured, and with respect to 
the discussion which has obtained re- 
garding the price of the plot, the Bor- 
ough can be assured that men, not boys, 
will be sent to market when this im- 
portant phase of the matter comes to bo 
settled, and there can be full confidence 
that the figure eventually paid will rep- 
resent rock-bottom and will indicate 
that every element which could properly 
be utilized to Narberth \s advantage was 
employed in the trade. Therefore, have 
no misgivings about a botch job, but 
put vour money up on the assurance 
that 'the security for it will always be 
worth more than par, as a private ven- 
ture would obviously have to pay more 
for the land than the Playground Asso- 
ciation expects to pay. 

In more than one case, tenders ot 
$1,000 have been made to the project, 
as an outright gift, but fine as this 
spirit is, it conflicts with the purpose of 
the enterprise, in much the same manner 
that a meagre representation of citizens 
would deprive the project of its most 
wholesome aspect, and therefore a most [ 
earnest request is made for united and [ 
unanimous support, by investments for ; 
from one to ten shares at $100 each. ' 

Before the first investors' meeting on ; 
next Tuesdav evening proceeds to busi- j 
ness, a call will be made for additional j 
subscriptions, to afford all citizens an j 
opportunity to participate in the veil- ; 
tore from its very beginning, with all j 
the prestige act-ruing to "founders," j 
and it is accordingly expected that the ] 
first roll call will indicate beyond ques- j 
tion that Xarberth is indeed in the van- j 
guard of square and fair civic endeavor. ;

Enlargement of 
Presbyterian Church 
Nearing Completion 



SUNDAY SCHOOL PORTION PLAC- 
ED IN SERVICE LAST SUNDAY. 
CHURCH AND SUNDAY 
SCHOOL GROWING. 



The enlargement of the Sunday 
School portion of the Presbyterian 
Church is now practically completed. 
It was actually placed in service last 
Sunday morning. 

Material expansion of the Sunday 
School attendance in recent years made 
it necessary for the Board of Trustees 
to provide more space for the Sunday 
School class rooms. In order to do 
this, it was decided to enlarge the pres- 
ent building by constructing an exten- 
sion on the north side and remodeling 
the basement rooms. 

The new* portion extends to within a 
short distance of the north property 
line, and is Hi feet by 27 feet in size. 
With this, and the remodeled interior, 
the Sunday School space has been in- 
creased 75 per cent, on the basement 
level and 50 per cent, on the first floor. 

Every precaution was taken in the 
reconstruction of the ■basement portion 
to insure absolutely against dampness. 
In fact this space now has all the ad- 
vantages of the lirst iloor rooms. 

To overcome the usual dampness prev- 
alent in sub-surface rooms the outside 
drainage was first revised. Concrete 
air- ways were constructed practically 
to the basement floor level, and the 
walls were waterproofed inside as well 
as on tho outside.

Montgomery County industrial work- 
ers were victims of 19 i'atjil ncridents 
during the lirst nine months of this 
year, according to figures announced by 
Dr. Clifford K. Councilor, Commissioner 
of the Department of Labor and Indus- 
try. The report was compiled by the 
Bureau of Inspection, During October 
no fatalities were reported to the State 
authorities from thai enmity. 

Throughout the State tin 1 re wore 
1.040 fatal accidents from .Ian miry 1 to 
November 1. Seven hundred and sev- 
enty-five of them were suffered by min- 
ers, 7'.V-\ by persons employed in indus- 
trial plant n, ami i;J2 by public, service 
workers. The State's fatality roll reach- 
ed 1SS in October, according to the 
reports received by the Department of 
Labor and Industrv. 



WET FEET THIS WINTER? NO! 

To the Kditor of Our Town: — 

These bleak November days, with an 
occasional bluster accompanied by a 
flurry of snow, brinj; to recollection the 
wintry days of liH!)-l^0. It is not dif- 
ficult to tli ink back less than a year niro 
and recall how nature covered Xarberth 
and vicinity with a li^lit blanket of 
snow, then how a heavier snowfall add- 
ed to I ho delight of tin* kids with their 
sleds, and finally liow a blizzard idled 
the little white flakes high in the fields, 
on the lawns and in the streets. Traffic 
was blocked — trains could not run on 
schedule, automobiles and t rums wore 
held indoors, and walking was the only 
way for one to gel around. 

it did not take long, however, for the 
railroud company to rid its tracks of 
snow, and for the snow plows to open 
the roadways to automobiles and teams, 
but in few instances, :nid tlieu not un- 
til a few weeks after the snow fell, did 
the locitl residents remove as much as a 
shovel full of snow from the cement 
paths that adorn the fronts of their 
properties. Throughout the livelong 
winter podost Hans used the streets, eon- 
tinuing to walk, half climb, and fall

into the deep drifts to avoid an ap- 
proaching automobile that could not 
turn from its narrow path. 

As tin instance, on Xarberth Avenue, 
between lluvori'ord Avenue and Mont- 
gomery Avenue, few paths, if any, were 
freed from snow, and in many instances 
"Old Sol" turned the snow into wa- 
le r, making the sidewalks veritable 
creeks during the day and, when froz- 
en, skating rinks at night. 

Kvidently the Borough Council has 
either not passed an ordinance com- 
pelling Xarberth residents to keep their 
sidewalks free from snow and ice, un- 
der the penalty of a fine, or the ordi- 
nance is but a "scrap of paper" not 
worthy of enforcement. 

It is, indeed, not desirable to recall 
such unpleasant memories at this time, 
when the summer has scarcely cast oft 
its robes, but if an ordinance has not 
been passed, it would be well at this 
time for the Borough Council to take 
definite action, thus helping to keep its 
own feet dry during the coming winter, 
and to keep Xarberth the cleanest, 
brightest and best: Borough on the Main 
Line.

Your Home Town. 

"There is something the matter with 
the man who doesn't care for the place 
he lives in; who doesn't come back to 
it with some degree of rapture and re- 
lief. The world citizen who boasts that 
all places are alike to him and any place 
is home where he hangs his hat misses 
out of his life one of the iirsl and 
strongest incentives to decency and 
duty — which is the desire to win the 
general esteem and good opinion of the 
community in which one dwells. There 
is no reward in money which compares 
in value with tlte golden treasure of a 
good repute. If a man cheats and lies 
and steals and bears false witness, 1m 
may build up a great fortune and still 
be plagued at night with the knowledge 
that those about him hold a low opinion 
of his worth and works. I>r. Kliot, of 
Harvard, has told us that it is the fa- 
vorable opinion of a man's home town 
that is worth earning and retaining. 
One of the neighbors might be wrong; 
but if we take the summation of what 
many are saying, we probably shall ar- 
rive at a just est imate. 

"Merely to live in a place doesn't 
make one a citizen. Your heart will lie 
where your work has been put in to help 
forward any good thing that is going. 
Of course, one must be true to the im- 
mediate family circle and look well to 
the roof tree and I he dooryanl of one's 
own household first of all. But that in- 
timate indoor devotion, commendable 
as it is, may become a selfish sentiment 
that takes 'no thought for those meas- 
ures of public welfare in whose ben eats 
we all share. Fault-finders are number- 
less, who stand ready with harsh censure 
and snap judgment upmi what the toil- 
ers are doing. The toilers ;nv too busy 
doing the work of the fault-finders, and 
they cannot stop to explain. \Vhat 
every plantation of human beings is in 
need' of, if it is to flourish, is a group 
of men such as (to give hut one shin-

Enlargement of Presbyterian 
Church Nearing Completion 



(Continued from Page 1.) 



Under the floor :i ten -in eh air spaee 
was provided, through which by a spe- 
cial arrangement of the heating pipes, a 
continuous flow of warm air passes. 
When the new steam heating system is 
in full operation, the air below the base- 
ment floor and between the new wood 
wainscoating and the plaster wails will 
change every thirty minutes or less, de- 
pending upon the temperature inside 
and outside the building. The- floor it- 
self is of double thickness, with felt 
paper between the rough and the finish- 
ed flooring. 

On the first floor level the Junior 
class room has been extended the full 
length o ft he new portion of the build- 
ing. This makes a room It! feet by 2S 
feet. To the rear and side of this room 
is a small retiring room with toilet 
facilities. 

Above this room is the il Beginners " 
class room, 15 feet by 28 feet. Access 
to this room is had by n winding stair- 
way. A new stairway lias also been 
built to the basement to replace the 
old one, which was rather narrow and 
steep. 

In all, there are now five separate and 
distinct rooms which will be used for 
Sunday School purposes. The Mvn 's 



Bible Class and the Primary Depart- 
ment will use the basement; the main 
Sunday School room and the Junior 
class room will be on the first floor, 
while the * 'Beginners' ? class will occu- 
py the second floor room. 

The rest hall has been enlarged, which 
gives free access to the new rear stair- 
ways. The cast wall of this hull is made 
up of full length cathedral glass sash 
doors, This contributes sufficient bor- 
rowed light from the Junior class room 
to allow full use of the new stairways 
without the aid of artificial light. 

On the basement level, a modern 
kitchen, to be used in connection with 
entertainments and committee suppers, 
has been constructed. Abundant closet 
and service space has been provided, as 
well ms modern plumbing and lighting. 
The Primary school room on this level 
has also been enlarged and modernized. 

One of the most satisfactory features 
of the work is the Primary school room, 
which has been enlarged and remodeled 
a »ui which has been made very attract- 
ive. The wood work is finished in ma- 
hogany color, the walls in light cream, 
and the windows and doors fitted with 
cathedral glass. 



The vestibule at the main entrance to 
the church auditorium is also being re- 



modeled by removing the two single 
doors and providing u set of double 
doors. This will allow a portion of the 
large vestibule to bo embodied in the 
church proper, and will relieve the con- 
gestion which frequently oceurs at this 
entrance to the church. 

The work is costing approximately 
#1(1,000, and is being done by Messrs. 
Wallace and Warner, architects. 

It was not possible in connection with 
the work described to provide enlarged 
facilities for the main Sunday School, 
because of the additional expense in- 
volved. At present the main school oc- 
cupies not only the Sunday School room 
but a greater part of the church audi- 
torium. 

The trustees are looking forward to 
the time when they will he able to 
build a new Sunday School building on 
the vacant lot to the east of the Church. 
This new building is planned to be 
used principally for the main Sunday 
School, and probably one of the feat- 
ures of the building will be a small 
stage, so that the building can lie used 
for entertainments. This new building 
will be connected by an enclosed pass- 
ageway to the new rooms recently con- 
structed, so that access may be had 
conveniently from the main Sunday 
School room to the Primary, Junior, and 
Beginners' Departments. 

When the new Sunday School build- 
ing is constructed it will bo possible 
to enlarge the church auditorium and 
also embody the present Sunday School 
room in the same, thus providing seat- 
ing capacity for about oOO. 

At present the church auditorium is 
too small for the congregation which 
usually in the morning services occu- 
pies also the entire Sunday School room.
